Iraqi Shiite rebels were slaughtered and 
hundreds of thousands of Iraqi Kurds were forced to flee to Turkey anil 
Iran.

-effort. -subsequently failed; Scores of-militnry officers and ntherx-v 
arrested and executed in July 1993. 

. Some Iraqi experts believe America eoulll and should do more to 
help. The first necessity, they say. Is to make clear. to the outside 
world that America does want Saddam gone, despite th e risks. Then. 


they say. U.S. officials should make greater efforts to'devclop con- - 
tacts with well-placed centrist Iraqis who have become led up with 
Saddam. 

America could offer to prevent the Kurds or Iran from taking advantage of 
post-coup chaos. And it could promise immediate support for lifting of sanctions 
should responsible Iraqi officers or officials take charge.

And 
since all things end eventually, I prefer to 
end on mj? own accord. 


My future plans are hazy, and I've yet 
to experience how much cartooning is “in 
my blood" and. therefore, how much I'll 
miss it. But I tiave some other interests, 
especially in music, and I will probably 
take the opportunity to delve into those 
•things more deeply, --i 

Thank you again, so^very, very much 
for giving me this opportunity. I hope the 
caliber of my wojk has met your expecta- 
tions more limes than it has fallen short 
of them and that "The Far Side",was able 
to make a small contribution lo your, 
newspaper. I further hope that’any "indis- ' 
cretions" I may have made along the way. 
were infrequent. .... 

The truth must finally be told - I never 
really knew what I was'doing.
